Reterred.

The Committee on Accounts reported their
npproval of & number of bills, for which war-
rants were divected to be drawn., The Commit-
tee on Girle' High School reported the resignn-
tion of Miss Rene N, Townsend ag reachor of
drawing and penmanship, and recommended
the election ot Miss Elln Buzby to fill the
vacanoy. Migs Buzby wns elected without
opposition.  The Commitice appointed to mves-
tignteall the departments of the Central High
School, together with the report of the Com-
mittee on suid cchool, reported as follows:—

NorTHERN HoME For FRIENDLESS CHIL-
DREN—INTERESTING ANNIVERSARY,—The exer-
vises connected with the Fi'teenth Auniversary
of the Northern Home for Friendless Children
took ll!'t('t' at the Rev., A, Cookmau’s church,
Twentieth aud Spring Garden stroots, last even-
ing, In the presence of an audience which filled
the spacions editice to its utmost capacity, not
even standing room being attninable long betore
the time of commencing arrived,

Rev. E. W. Hutter, D. D., presided. The
opening fong, “We are coming, gindly coming,”
wiae sung by the chilaren in tne style, alter
which a fervent prayer was olfered by Rev, A.
Cookman, which was followed with au intro-
ductory by a little three-footer, whose style and
delivery clicited the applause of the sudlence,
An absbract of the report ot the Board of Muna-
pere was read by Dr, Hutter, alter which Mr,
Mitcheson, Becretary of the ﬁmnl of Trustess,
with moet commendable conslderation, presented,
without reading, the annual report.  From this
we learn that, during the past year, 170 children
have been admitted to the mstitution. Of this
number 100 have either been placed in comfort-
able homceg, or returned to their pareuts, One
bundred and twelve children have n admitted
into the Soldiers' and Sailors' Orphans’ Home,
The whole number of children in this aepart-
ment on May 1, 1866, was 1756, making an aggre.
gate in the two Homes ot 22

The Rev. P. 8. Henson followed in & most
touching and powerful appeal to the audience
in behalt of the Home, an uppeal which waus lis-
tened to with bresthless wetention, and which
noad a telling effect upon tne collection taken
immediately after. At this point a gr;oposiliun
was made by a gentleman—a member of Mr,
Cookman’s church—to raise $500 by twenty-five
dollar  subseriptions,  The proposition was
promptly acoepted by some ten other members
of the same lcbhurch, and Mr, Cookman was ap-
pointed treasurer, with a strong assurnnee that
the remainder wonld be speedily tortheceming,
Rev. Dr, Beadls followed m an excellent thoueh
briel address, which wus well received by the
sudience,

The recitutions, dialogies, and smging by the
children were admirable, It l= rarely thac chil-
drem of such wender vesrs, wud winh such slender
appoestunitics ol obtadniug 4 knowledge of the
arvo! singng, acquire snels profeiency a8 was
shown by these orponps wnd triendless little
ones last night, Their voices blended besutilly
with the tones of the Sne orcan, which wase pre-
sided at by & gentleman whose well-known musi- /
eal abilities and tne execunon wre immiliar to
our citigens., The voiuntary pertormed duaring
the collection wis & mus'or eflort, while the pre-
tude to the “Mountain Horn,” and the interludes
in the same plece, were grand, It is & source of
regret that he is not more rreguenily heard in
public, The applause which tollowed the reei-
tations, singing, and playiue wis the best eyi-
dence ot their merits,

Tue appearnuee and deportment of the chll-
dren were creditable iu the ighest degree, They
were ull neatly and comfortably ¢lad, and be-
huved themselves with o propriety seldom seen
on occasions of this kind, Those having charge
of them deserve all pralse for thelr atteution to
the cleanliness, deportment, and geoneral com.
